The firs*t open indication that an 
election is to be held here on Novem­ 
ber 0 was given today by the publi­ 
cation of the legal notice calling the 
attention of the voters to the fact.

primary and this board will be com­ 
posed of Verne Norris, Will L. New- 
bold and City Clerk Carl Gunning. 
Because of the uncertainty of the 
situation over the woman’s suffrage 
law, the election commissioners have 
held no formal meetings as arrange­ 
ments for the printing of the ballots 
can not be made until after the su­ 
preme court gives its decision.

decision is expected next week and 
then the election here can take some 
definite form.

“I give them their liberty and they 
go back into their world to carry on 
their beneficient work for mankind. 
Just before leaving home I set free 
a number of patients released from 
my hospital and most of them prob­ 
ably are now in the South enjoying 
life.” 
When lecturing before the school 
children, Dr. Arnold takes five or six 
recovered birds and gives their com­ 
plete history 
so the children 
will 
recognize them and remember the 
services they perform for mankind. 
In that way he creates 
interest in 
bird life and bird protection in Col­ 
orado Springs. 
Dr. Arnold 
could not 
bring any 
birds here with him, but he brought 
some 
specimens of 
dead birds to 
illustrate his lectures to the children 
here. 
One of the interesting stories 
fhe doctor told was about the flicker. 
He had the head of a flicker to show 
fhe extremely long tongue this bird 
has. 
The tongue extends back up 
over the crown of the head and for 
fhis reason can be elongated about 
hree and a half 
inches. 
On the 
"ongue, Dr. Arnold says, is a mucous 
rland which secretes a 
substance 
I ike glue, and when the bird sticks 
ts tongue into an ant hole, the ants 
-tick to its tongue 
and are drawn 
out. The bird subsists on tfiese ants 
:nd at the same time ren d ers val­ 
ia bit service by removing them from 
he tree. He also explained that the 
ongue of the red-headed woodpeck­ 
er, 
common to this 
territory, has 
harp stickers on his tongue so that 
nseets stick on it when he sticks his 
ongue into a hole in the tree. 
Dr. Arnold has a number of birds’ 
eet to show the difference in birds. 
Te discloses how the 
woodpecker 
-ticks to a pole or tree so easily be- 
ause he has a short and a long toe 
ri front and behind on each leg, and 
5is tail serves as a third leg to boost 
um up. 
The robin, he pointed out, 
ins three toes in front and one be­ 
hind to enable it to grasp on to a 
'imb. 
Dr. Arnold also showed how the 
’ove’s powerful wings and legs and 
’ense feathers 
provides it

»rotection. He said the feathers are 
astened very loosely to the body 
md when attacked, it can slip away 
‘rom its enemy, leaving its feathers

which Dr. Arnold 
added, 
mnkes a very poor diet for a wolf 
>r fox.”

lark doesn’t perch, but that it is 
provided with long nails and straight

Dr. Arnold 
has one bird

headed grosbeak, cousin of the red 
bird.

When lecturing before the school

In that way he creates interest in 
bird life and bird protection in Col- 
orado Springs. 


Dr. Arnold 
could not bring any 


birds here with him, but he brought 
some 
specimens of 
dead birds to 


illustrate his lectures to the children 
here. One of the interesting stories 
the doctor told was aibont the nicker, 
lie had the hea,d of a flicker to show 
the extremely long tongue this bird 
has. 
The tongue extends back up 


over "the crown of the head and for 
'his reason can be elongated about 
rtiree and a half 
inches. 
On the 


.longue, Dr. Arnold says, is a mucous 
Hand which secretes a 
substance 


like glue, and when the bird sticks 
:ts tongue into an ant hole, the ants 
4ick to its tongue 
and are drawn 


out. The bird subsists on tliese ants 
?nd at the snme time renders vnl- 
:able service by removing them from 
"he tree. He also explained that the 
ongue of the red-headed woodpeck- 
er, . common to this territory, has 
•harp stickers on his tongue so that 
'nsects stick on it when he sticks his 
nngue into a hole in the tree. 


Dr. Arnold has a number of birds' 


'eet to show the difference in birds. 
Te discloses how the 
woodpecker 


;ticks to a pole or tree so easily be- 
•ausc he has a short and a long toe 
'n front and behind on each leg, and 
'iis tail serves as a third leg to boost 
'lim.up. 
The robin, he pointed out, 


has three toes in front and one be- 
'iind to enable it to grasp on to a 
limb. 


Dr. Arnold also showed how the 


'ove's powerful wings and legs and 
'ense feathers 
provides it 
special 


iroteetion. He said the feathers are 
'astened very loosely to the body 
•nd when attacked, it can slip away 
'rom its enemy, leaving its feathers 
'iehind, 
which Dr. Arnold 
added,
